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INTRODUCTION 

Books  on  viticulture,  wine-making,  distillation,  drinking  customs  and 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  wine  and  spirit  trades  are  of  interest  to 
all  wine-merchants  who  take  an  intelligent  interest  in  their  trade. 
This  Bibliography  has  been  written  primarily  to  supply  a  printed 
catalogue  for  the  library  of  the  Wine  Trade  Club,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  also  prove  a  work  of  reference  which  may  induce  many 
to  take  a  keener  interest  in  the  literature  of  the  wine  and  spirit  trades, 
to  read  and  to  keep  books  which  will  enlarge  their  knowledge  of 
their  business. 

The  ignorance  of  so  many  who  sell  wine  wholesale  or  by  retail  has 
done  more  harm  to  the  wine  trade  in  this  country  than  any  other 
cause.  It  has  too  long  been  customary,  when  admitting  a  new  partner 
into  a  firm  or  when  engaging  a  traveller,  to  value  the  number  of  his 
friends  and  acquaintances  much  more  highly  than  his  knowledge  of 
the  trade.  The  inevitable  consequence  has  been  that  the  implicit 
trust  the  consumer  used  to  place  in  his  wine-merchant  has  been  greatly 
shaken,  and  he  more  and  more  requires  to  see  on  the  wine  he  buys 
the  guarantee  of  a  shipper's  label. 

If  the  consumption  of  wine  in  this  country  is  no  longer  to  decline 
year  by  year,  if  it  is  to  increase  in  the  future,  wine  merchants  must 
regain  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and  this  can  only  be  done  if  they 
never  are  satisfied  that  they  know  all  they  need  know  about  wines 
and  spirits. 

There  is  no  other  branch  of  commerce  the  study  of  which  offers  a 
larger  or  more  varied  field  of  research  than  our  trade.  To  him  who 
is  fond  of  natural  history,  works  on  viticulture  will  prove  most  interest- 
ing, whilst  he  who  has  a  scientific  turn  of  mind  will  find  books  on 
cenology  and    distillation    most   fascinating.     Commercial    and    social 
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history  will  probably  appeal  to  a  greater  number  of  readers,  whilst 
those  who  like  literature  of  a  lighter  kind  will  find  much  that  will 
entertain  them  in  the  old  songs,  poems,  and  pamphlets  dealing  with 
drinking  customs  of  past  ages. 

The  number  of  books  which  have  been  written  on  viticulture, 
wine,  spirits,  and  kindred  subjects  is  very  considerable,  and  it  would 
be  futile  to  hope  that  a  list  of  such  works  can  ever  be  complete.  In 
the  present  Bibliography  are  included  not  only  all  the  books  which 
form  the  library  of  the  Wine  Trade  Club,  but  also  all  those  which  I 
know  of  and  which  it  is  hoped  to  add  to  the  Club  collection  in  due 
course. 

The  committee  of  the  Wine  Trade  Club  will  be  very  grateful  to 
members  who  will  be  good  enough  to  present  books  to  the  Club,  and 
also  to  those  who  will  draw  their  attention  to  such  works  as  they  may 
have  or  know  of,  which  should  have  been  included  in  the  present 
Bibliography  but  are  not  to  be  found  there.

Part  I 

General  T'reatises  on  the  Growings  the  Making 
and  the  Management  of  JVines

In  the  first  century  of  our  era,  there  lived  at  Cadiz  a  wealthy  philo- 
sopher and  writer  named  Junius  Moderatus  Columella,  who  was  born 
in  2  B.C.  and  died  in  a.d.  65.  He  owned  some  vineyards  and  made 
a  study  of  the  different  sorts  of  vines  and  wines  known  throughout 
the  Roman  Empire.  Before  him,  Cato  (233-149  B.C.),  in  his  De  Re 
Rustica ;  Varro  (118-29  B.C.),  in  his  Reriwi  Rusticarum  de  Agri- 
cultura ;  and  Virgilius  (70-19  B.C.),  in  several  of  his  poems,  often 
referred  to  the  vines  grown  and  the  wines  consumed  by  the 
Romans.  Columella,  however,  is  the  first  to  have  treated  the 
subject  in  a  thorough  and  scientific  manner.  After  him,  Pliny 
(a.d.  23-79),  in  the  third  chapter  of  the  XlVth  Book  of  his  Natiiralis 
HistoruB  Libri,  gave  us  a  resume  of  all  he  was  able  to  find  about 
viticulture  in  the  writings  of  his  predecessors,  whilst  Palladius  {circa 
A.D.  140)  has  only  left  us  a  practically  worthless  De  Re  Rusiua,  the 
matter  of  which  is  mostly  copied  from  Columella.  Columella's  work 
bears  the  hall-mark  of  sound  knowledge  and  original  research,  and 
it  is  undoubtedly  the  most  valuable  and  trustworthy  account  we 
possess  about  the  vines  and  wines  of  the  Ancients.

Twelve  centuries  after  Columella's  death,  Petrus  de  Crescentiis 
(a.d.  1 230-13  id),  an  Italian  lawyer,  having  been  exiled  and  forced 
to  spend  thirty  years  in  France  and  Spain,  devoted  much  of  his 
time  to  the  compiling  of  a  work  on  agriculture,  entitled  Opus  ruralium 
co7nmodorum.  The  fourth  book  of  this  work  is  entirely  devoted  to 
viticulture  and  the  art  of  wine-making ;  it  was  translated  into  French, 
in  1373,  by  order  of  Charles  V.  The  MSS.  of  this  translation  is 
in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  Paris ;  it  has  since  been  published 
by  F.  Fleurot,  in  the  Revue  Viticole.     (See  p.  15.)

Charles     Etienne    (1504-64)    wrote    an    important    treatise    on    all 

matters  pertaining  to  agriculture  which  he  called  Preediurn  Ruslicum. 

This  treatise  includes  the  above  work  on    vines  and   wines  ;    it  was

translated  into  French  by  the  author  and  published  with  some  im- 
provements by  his  son-in-law,  Jean  Li^bault,  in  1564,  under  the 
following  title  :  L' AgriciiHure  et  Maison  Rustique  des  maistres  Charles 
Etienne  et  Jean  Liebault.

Baccius  was  a  professor  of  medicine  at  Rome  and  doctor-in-chief 
to  Pope  Sixtus  V.  His  work  on  the  vines  and  wines  of  Europe  is 
attractively  written,  but  has  no  other  merit  than  that  of  being  a  clever 
compilation  with  very  few  original  statements.  What  he  has  to  say 
about  France  is  copied  from  Charles  Etienne,  and  most  of  his  remarks 
about  the  vineyards  of  Spain  may  easily  be  traced  to  the  Obra  de 
Agricultura  of  Alonso  de  Herrera.

Rendella  was  a  Venetian  ;  not  the  least  entertaining  part  of  his  book 

is  that  where  he  "proves"  from  Scripture  texts  that  the  Vine  is  a 

"holy"  tree  which  takes  precedence  of  all  others;  he  also  gives  the 

formula  of  the  blessings  which  the  clergy  used  to  ofificially  pronounce 

in  Italy  over  the  vintage  and  the  newly-made  wine  each  year.

Barry  was  a  fashionable  Bath  physician  whose  book,  dedicated  to 
his  son,  Dr.  Nathaniel  Barry,  is  a  fine  example  of  the  typographer's 
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art.  The  "Observations"  of  the  Doctor  occupy  420  pages,  and  are 
chiefly  compiled  from  Baccius,  to  which  the  author  added  his  views 
on  water  in  general  and  his  praises  of  the  Bath  waters.  The  most 
interesting  part  of  Barry's  book  is  the  Appendix,  in  which  are  some 
remarks  on  modern  wines  and  on  viticulture  in  England.  This  work 
has  little  merit  either  as  a  literary,  a  historical,  a  scientific,  or  an 
original  contribution  to  the  Wine  Trade  literature,  but  it  served  a 
very  useful  purpose ;  it  is  the  earliest  work  of  any  importance 
written  in  English  about  wines  ;  it  drew  the  attention  not  only  of 
the  public  but  also  of  other  writers  to  the  fact  that  Wine  was  a 
subject  of  great  interest  both  historically  and  scientifically.  Later 
writers,  and  Cyrus  Redding  in  particular,  have  criticised  Barry  too 
harshly  ;  the  bulk  of  his  matter  consists  of  translated  passages  from 
ancient  writers,  but  their  writings  were  buried  in  oblivion  and  he 
brought  them  to  the  light  of  day  ;  his  views  on  chemistry  are  quite 
wrong  and  his  style  is  too  pompous,  but  these  are  more  the  faults  of 
the  age  he  lived  in  than  his  own.

M'Bride  was  a  wine-merchant,  of  No.  3  Little  IMitre  Court, 
Fenchurch  Street,  London.  His  book  is  divided  into  four  parts : 
"  Part  L  describes  those  wines  which  are  best  to  be  used  at  the  tables 
of  the  opulent.  Part  H.  points  out  those  wines  which  alone  ought  to 
be  administered  to  the  sick.  Part  HL  contains  instructions  concerning 
spirituous  liquors,  with  methods  for  detecting  abuses  in  them,  and 
Part  IV.  gives  an  account  of  many  disorders  cured  by  the  wine  called 
Toc-kay  de  Espagna,  with  copies  of  letters  to  some  great  personages 
on  the  subject  of  that  wine  ;  as  also  copies  of  letters  from  persons  of 
distinction,  relative  to  its  extraordinary  effects.  The  whole  essentially 
useful  in  all  families." 

A  curious  book  as  an  example  of  the  enterprise  shown  by  a  wine- 
merchant  to  enlist  the  support  of  some  doctors  in  favour  of  his  own 
"  brand  "  of  Spanish  wine.

Henderson  was  a  doctor  whose  book  contains  all  that  is  worth  re- 
taining from  Barry's  Observations,  and  much  which  is  highly  interest- 
ing and  valuable.  Henderson  had  visited  the  principal  wine-growing 
districts  of  France,  Germany  and  Italy,  and  he  also  had  at  his  com- 
mand the  works  of  Chaptal,  Dandolo  and  others,  who  placed  the  art 
of  wine-making  on  a  more  scientific  basis  than  it  was  in  Barry's  time. 
Henderson's  book  is  well  printed,  tastefully  illustrated  and  correctly 
written,  but  the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  volume  unfortunately  contain 
many  mistakes  which  render  them  worthless.

Cesar  Jullien  was  born  at  Chalon-sur-Saone  in  1766  and  died 
in  Paris  in  1832.  He  was  a  wholesale  wine-merchant  in  Paris, 
and  regularly  visited  the  principal  wine-producing  districts  of  F" ranee. 
Being  both  inquisitive  and  intelligent,  he  obtained  a  vast  amount  of 
practical  knowledge  about  the  vineyards  he  visited,  the  different  species 
of  vines  he  saw  and  the  different  wines  he  tasted,  and  he  made  it 
a  practice  to  write  down  everything  that  interested  him  ;  later  on 
in  life  he  undertook   to  visit  most  of  the  vine-growing  districts  of 
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Europe,  and  even  passed  into  Asia.  In  1816,  he  published  in  Paris 
a  book  entitled  "  Topogi'aphie  de  tous  les  Vii^nobles  Coiimis,"  which 
is  of  the  highest  interest  because  most  of  the  information  it  contains 
is  absolutely  original.  The  above  is  an  incomplete  translation,  but 
the  only  one  made  of  Jullien's  Topographic.     (See  p.  19.)

Redding  was  a  man  of  letters  and  a  journalist ;  he  had  read  and 
travelled  much,  and  he  wrote  in  a  simple  and  pleasant  style  far  better 
suited  to  the  general  reading  public  than  the  more  ponderous  works 
of  Barry  or  Henderson.  Redding's  History  of  Modern  Wines  was 
inspired  by  Henderson's  work,  but  it  is  an  improvement  upon  the 
original,  and  no  other  book  written  in  English  on  the  subject  of  wines 
has  ever  been  more  popular  nor  so  copiously  copied  from  by  later 
writers  than  Redding's  History.  The  first  edition  appeared  in  1833, 
the  second  in  1836,  and  the  third  in  1871.

Morewood   was  a  very   painstaking    Irish   Collector  of    Excise   who 
collected  a  mass  of  information  in  his  spare  hours  about   Inebriating 
Liquors  in  all  times  and  all  countries.      His  first  book  on  the  subject 
was  published  in   1824,  but  the  second,  published  in   1838,  is  much 
more  complete.     Its  745  pages  of  closely  printed  matter  are  replete 
with  entertaining  facts  culled   from   a  great  variety  of  ancient  and 
modern   works ;    the   book,    however,   suffers  from  a   lack  of   proper 
method  and  chapter  division,  and  the  author,  or  compiler,  who  had 
no  personal  knowledge  of  wine  and  wine-countries,  is  not  reliable  as 
an  authority  on  the  subject.

"  In  this  book  not  one  article  in  the  smallest  degree  approxi- 
mating to  a  poison  is  recommended,  yet  it  teaches  how  Cognac 
Brandy,  Scotch  and  Irish  Whiskey,  Foreign  and  Domestic  Rum,  all 
kinds  of  Wines  from  the  choicest  to  the  commonest,  can  be  imitated 
to  that  perfection  that  the  best  judges  cannot  detect  the  method  of 
manufacture."

1862. 

Shaw's  book  is  full  of  personal  reminiscences,  anecdotes  and 
references  which  make  it  one  of  the  most  interesting  books  we  have 
on  the  subject ;  it  is  in  no  way  auth9ritative  as  regards  history  or 
science,  but  it  is  an  original  production,  and  as  such  it  possesses  both 
merit  and  charm.
